It is rare enough when an 


elected public official says a 
kind word about the news 
media these days, something 
worthy of note. Yet we take note 
in this case of some comments 
by New York Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller not so much in the 
longing for a Und word but 
because of the Issue itself: 
freedom of the press. 


Rockefeller took a firm stand 


on one of the controversial 
issues involving the news 
media, the right of a reporter to 
protect a confidential source. 
Serious investigative reporting 
will simply dry up, Mid 
Rockefeller, unless reporters 
have the right to protect such 
confidential sources. 


"Government 
has 
an 


obligation not to inhibit the 
collection and dissemination of 
news," said the governor, 
adding, "Freedom of the press 
is a fundamental principle on 
which this nation was founded. 
I'm convinced that if reporters 
should ever lose the right to 
protect the confidentiality of 
their sources then serious in- 
vestigative reporting will 
simply dry up. The Und of 
resourceful probing Journalism 
that first exposed most of the 
serious scandals, corruption 
and injustices in our nation's 
history would simply disap- 
pear."

Impartaat Differences 


In the continuing discussion 


of a reporter's right to refuse la 
reveal txnfidanttel sources af 
news stories, two points which 
have been raised recently bear 
clarification. 


For instance, in its recent 


statement on the issue, the local 
American Civil Liberties Union 
chapter said that since lawyers, 
medical doctors and clergy 
have the right of privileged 
communication "by virtue of 
the confidential nature of their 
professions," then the same 
professional respect ought to be 
extended to newsmen. 


The only difference is that 


information for reporters, or at 
least most of it, is received so 
that it can be disseminated in a 
news story, contrary to in- 
formation relayed by flients to 
doctors, 
lawyers 
and 


clergymen, who in most cases 
can be disciplined within their 
own professions if they reveal 
the privileged information. 


Secondly, it is important to 


remember that the right of a 
reporter not to reveal his news 
sources is not to protect him, or 
to place him in a "privileged 
status," but to protect the 
source, without which a 
reporter could not function. 
Attempts to picture this as an 
escape hatch whereby a 
reporter can refrain from 
upholding 
the 
law 
are 


misleading.

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Franco Harris: 
That so nice 
half back, Man

PITTSBURGH - (NBA) - 


A curious thing happened to 
Franco Harris one afternoon 
when he was a teen-ager. He 
was walking on a beach 
boardwalk near his home- 
town, Mt, Holly, N.J. An old 
gnarled man, seated, stopped 
Harris, and asked the boy to 
get him a cup of coffee. 


"I said no," Harris re- 


called 
recently. "I 
said, 


'why can't you get it your- 
self?' 
He 
said 
he 
was 


crippled. I said, 'O.K., I'll 
get the coffee.' It was all 
kind of crazy. I came back 
and gave him the coffee. He 
was staring at me. 


"The old man said, 'I've 


never seen anyone like you 
before. You've got a Roman 
nose, you've got Roman eye- 
brows, you've got a Roman 
face. But you're black. I 
don't understand.' 


"I've never forgotten that 


incident, it was so strange." 


Harris did not explain to 


the man that he is a mulatto 
whose mother, Gina, mar- 
ried a black Army sergeant 
who was on a tour of duty in 
Italy. 


Harris is not given to 


lengthy explanations. He is 
softspoken and understated 
and seems to create waves 
only on the football field. As 
the rookie running sensation 
of the Pittsburgh Steelers, he 
has inspired a band of Pitts- 
burghers to cheer under the 
banner of "Franco's Italian 
Army." 


The g r o u p of fans is 


headed by a local baker 
named Tony Stagno. They 
waved little Italian flags as 
Franco marched to a 1,000- 
yard 
season, t i e d Jim 


Brown's NFL record of most 
consecutive games gaining 
100 yards rushing (6), and 
became a heavy favorite to 


win the American Confer- 
ence rookie of the 
year 


award in the national fan bal- 
loting held by the Wheaties 
Sports Federation 
in co- 


operation with Newspaper 
Enterprise Assn. 


"It's a fan club," Harris 


said of his n e w - f o u n d 
"Army." "And I like it." He 
did not find it necessary to 
explain to any of its cadre 
that he considers himself not 
Italian, but black. 


Sitting in a 
Pittsburgh 


restaurant after dinner, Har- 
ris talked of this. He was 
asked why he considers him- 
self black. 


"That's an interesting 


question," he said. "Why 
have I always thought of my- 
self as black? 


"I guess the whole thing in 


this country goes by skin 
color. I mean, either you're 
white or you're not white. So 
that's what I've had to deal 
with. In America, I'm black. 
When I visited Germany, I 
was thought Egyptian, or In- 
dian. 


"In New Jersey we were 


always considered a black 
family, my parents and me 
and my four brothers and 
four sisters. We lived in 
black or mixed neighbor- 
hoods. We couldn't get hous- 
ing in white neighborhoods. 


"Most of my friends were 


black, even though I did have 
some white friends in school. 


"Another thing is that I 


was proud of being black. 
The best athletes in town 
were black, and I was into 
athletics, so I identified with 
them. 


"Something else: I guess I 


had an advantage of always 
being big. So nobody ever 
hassled me that my mother 
was white or my father was 
black. Others might not be 
so lucky." 


Franco, the third oldest 


child in the family, shined 
shoes in order to ease strains 
on the family budget. He did 
it. all through junior high 
school and high school. He 
remembers those days as 
happy ones. On a Sunday, 
he might work from eight in 
the morning until 10 at night 
going w i t h his partner 
through the barracks of near- 
by Fort Dix 
spit-shining 


boots. "I'd make up to fifty 
dollars on a Sunday," he re- 
called. "I was fast and I was 
pretty good. I knew how to 
apply the proper ratio of 
polish to water." 


Some mulattoes in Ameri- 


ca have suffered the agonies 
and traumas of being neither 
in one group or the other. 
Harris 
has known 
some, 


some who have tried "to 
pass" as white in hopes of 
proceeding easier in a race- 
conscious society. He re- 
members a girl in his high 
school whose parents hid the 
fact that she was part Ne- 
gro from her until she was a 
teen-ager. "When she found 
out," said Harris, "it freaked 
her out." 


"1 think it's tough not to 


know where you are and who 
you are," said Harris. "I've 
never had that problem. I 
don't deny my Italian blood, 
I just never thought of my- 
self as Italian. But mostly, 
I've thought of myself as 
being an individual. 


"I'll give you an example. 


I was once walking with a 
white girl past a black 
church which was letting out. 
I felt 1 was getting some 
strange stares, like, why are 
you with her when you 
should be with us. But I've

never been into a hate-any- 
body bag. I dig white women 
and black women, just like I 
dig white people and black 
people. I'm not in any one 
group and I don't feel I have 
to act or think a certain way 
that will please any group.

Perhaps the greatest key 


to a successful ski season is 
preseason conditioning.

Bob Griese: He picks up paper 
cups and stays out of the way

NEW YORK — NBA — In 


the 
fourth quarter, with 


Miami's 14th and final reg- 
ular season victory safely 
tucked away. Dolphin coach 
Don Shula called his former 
starting quarterback, 
Bob 


Griese, to his side. 


•'You'll go in on the next 
series of downs," said Shula. 
Griese nodded. 


It would be Griese's first 


appearance in a game in 
eight weeks, since he suf- 
fered 
a dislocated 
ankle 


against San Diego. 


The next time Miami got 


the ball, the offense ran onto 
the field. But Shula held 
back Griese. 


Let it run a play." said 


Shula. 


There was a pause, then 


Griese said. "You oughta be 
in 
the 
movies." 
Both 


laughed. 


Griese recalled this in a 


telephone conversation dur- 
ing a break from the Dol- 
phins' preparations for their 
play-off game against Cleve- 
land. 


••I knew his motive." said 


Griese. '•And we had a good 
joke about it." 


Shula wanted Griese to 


run on the field alone, and 
not with the 11-man stam- 
pede. He wanted Griese to 
receive from the crowd of 
80.000 the full, d r a m a t i c 


showering of applause that 
he knew would be forthcom- 
ing. 


It thundered down when he 


entered the game. 


"Sure, 
you're 
always 


aware of the crowd reac- 
tion," said Griese. "You 
learn to be. 1 mean, like in 
a game you'll be knocked 
flat on vour back and you 
can tell from the crowd what 
happened. For example, at a 
home game you'll know by 
the cheering if the pass is 
completed, but if the pass is 
deflected 
or 
intercepted, 


there's 
the 
moaning 
or 


oohing." 


It was the second time that 


day that great applause was 
heard for a •'second-string" 
quarterback. In the second 
quarter, the Colts' Johnny 
Unitas e n t e r e d the game 
when Marty D o in r e s was 
briefly shaken up. Another 
cheer by 80.000. 


•'It was a fine tribute by 


the people of Miami. ' said 
Griese, '•for Johnny a.3 a 
sportsman, for his years as a 
top pro. and they showed a 
warn: awareness for his sit- 
uation, 
t Unitas had been 


supplanttc'—s o m e say cal- 
lously—at quarterback in a 
Baltimore youth movement.) 
"And 1 think we all sensed 
the frustration of a great 
quarterback and that he had 
handled all this with dignity, 
like always. I didn't applaud 
physically, but my feelings 
were like the other 80.000 
people If I had been in the 
stands. I would have been on 


my feet for him." 


Griese, too, had brooked a 


frustrating year. 


It had seemed like curtains 


for the Dolphins when Griese 
was freighted off the field on 
a stretcher. 


This was early in Miami's 


fifth game of the 1972 season. 
Griese, the league's Most 
Valuable Player last season, 
appeared to be taking the 
Dolphins back to the Super 
Bowl, where they had lost to 
Dallas the season before. 


Yet the Dolphins won that 


San Diego game, and they 
won the next nine games as 
well, with veteran Earl Mor- 
rall at quarterback. They 
won with Griese, and they 
won without Griese They set 
a league record for consecu- 
tive wins in a season. 


Meanwhile. Griese was in 


a cast for five weeks. From 
then on he alternately took 
heat and ice treatments on 
the ankle as he watched his 
team w i t h b i t t e r s w e e t 
thoughts. 


"1 was glad to see the 


team winning because losing 
would have put more pres- 
sure on me to return to ac- 
tion before I was completely 
healed," in- snid 
'But I also 


was frustrated that 1 was not 
a part of the winning. I had 
been working with this team 
for six years, starting when 
we had three and 10 and four 
and 10 records." 


When Greg Pruitt. Okla- 


homa running star, sat out 
his team's surprise victory 


over Nebraska with a bad 
ankle, he said, "It hurts, 
knowing that they can do 
without you. I was always 
led to believe that I was 
indispensable." Griese, upon 
hearing this, said, "No mat- 
ter how good you are, that 
kind of thought defeats the 
purpose of the individual. No 
one is indispensable. It's not 
my make-up to think of my- 
self as being so important. 
It makes you complacent. 


"1 also knew that Earl 


could do the job. A lot of 
people didn't think he could. 
He didn't look good in pre- 
season games. But that was 
because he didn't know the 
personnel of the Dolphins. 
He didn't know who could get 
you the yardage, who's going 
to block best, who his best 
receivers were. Fans began 
yelling. 'We want Del Gaizo' 
(Jim Del Gaizo, a rookie 
quarterback). But I knew it 
would only be a matter of 
time for Morrall. I saw a 
guy who had been around for 
17 years. He must have been 
doing something right." 


On the sidelines for the 


next eight weeks. G r i e s e 
spent most of his time stay- 
ing out the way, except for 
making c o m m e n t s when 
asked on certain defenses. 


"I didn't try to put any of 


my ideas f o r c i b l y , ' 1 said 
Griese. "Every quarterback 
has individual ways of doing 
things. So I just spent most 
ot my time rooting and pick- 
ing up paper cups."

You should set yourself 


some training and condition- 
ing goals. Goals that con- 
form to your needs as a 
recreational skier. In setting

Doing ex- 
haustive exercises one night 
a week is of no value. 


There are two ways to ap-

Otherwise, 
group exercise may be the 
most 
successful 
path to 


physical fitness. It will give 
you an opportunity to com- 
pare your progress with your 
peers and the competitive 
spirit of it will most likely 
spur you on to greater per- 
sonal efforts.
